As the dear Saviour gave His 


life a ransom for sin, the Roman 
soldiers cast lots for His seamless 
robe. 

“Then the soldiers, when they 
hag crucified Jesus, took his gar- 
ments, and made four parts, to 
every soldier a part; and also his 
eoat: now the coat was without 


geam, woven from the top 
throughout. They said therefore 
among themselves, Let us not 


rend it, but cast lots for it, whose 
#@ shall be: that the _ scripture 
might be fulfilled, which saith, 
Whey parted my raiment among 
them, and for my vesture they did 
east lots. These things therefore 
the soldiers did. Now there stood 
by the cross of Jesus his mother, 
and his mother’s sister, Mary the 
wife of Cleophas, and Mary Mag- 
Gaiene. When Jesus’ therefore 
saw his mother, and the disciple 
standing by, whom he lieved, he 
gaith unto his mother, Woman, 
behold thy son!”’—John 19:23-26. 

Here beneath the cross human 
@egeneracy sank to a a new low 
as the soldiers cast lots for our 
Redeemer’s garment. What a 
wicked sin at such a solemn hour! 
This scene pictures the early be- 
ginnings of gambling, although 
in the strictest sense this was not 
outright gambling. ‘You will no- 
tice nO money was riskeq by the 
soldiers. The lots were used 
merely to decide which soldier 
was to get the robe. The sins 
they committed were those of 
helping to crucify the Son of God, 
stealing His seamless robe, . and 
desecrating the solemn hour of 
His death by casting lots for His 
garments. 

The Holy Spirit, a thousand 
years before this event, inspired 
the psalmist to record the proph- 
ecy of casting lots for Christ's 
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Gospel of John the fulfillment of

In the Book of Acts we have 
another occasion of the casting of 
lots to decide a maiter when Mat- 
thias was chosen an apostle. The 
Scripture says: 

“And they appointed «two, Jos- 

eph called Barsabas, who was sur- 
named Justus, anmq Matthias. And 
they prayed, and said, Thou, Lord, 
which knowest the hearts of all 
men, shew whether of these- two 
thou hast chosen, That he may 
take part of this ministry and 
apostleship, from which Judas by 
transgression fell, that he might 
go to his own place. And they 
gave forth their lots; and the lot 
fell upon Matthias; and he was’ 
numbered with the elevem apos- 
tles.”—Acts 1:23-26. 
This was not gambling, but 
merely a way to decide God’s will 
in the matter. It was not a sin 
in this case. But im the case of 
the Roman soldiers they sinned in 
casting lots for something that 
did not belong to them and in des- 
ecrating the holy hour of our 
dear Saviour’s death. 

When the gambling fever gets 
hold of one it takes away all de- 
cency and character and demon- 
izes the gambler. Men ang wom- 
en will kill, steal, mortgage their 


homes, starve, and _  half-clothe 
their families to gamble ~ once 
more. 


In Mr. J. E. Harris’ little tract 
on What’s the Harm in Gambling ? 
(Moody Press), he gives the testi- 
mony of a dying woman whose 
husband was a gambler. In the 
hospital during her last moments 
she said this of her gambling 
husband: “When he wins he drinks 
and stops work, and when he 
loses he is so disagreeable there 
is no living with him, and the 
children are afraid to come in 
even for meals. Ang win or lose, 


clothes or shoes for me or for 
them, or for a bit of holiday’ for 
any Of us. It’s all sin and wick- 
edness from beginning to end.” 

Any habit that will cause men 
to act like this is a sin and is 
Devil. Gambling, like 
adultery, takes hold of Hell and 
has its feet in Hell. Gambling 
has not changed in character 
through the years, but it has 
grown to enormous proportions in 
wickedness. 


A Six Billion Dollar Annual 
Waste on Horse Race 
Gambling 

The national picture of horse- 
race gambling alone is appalling. 
In the twenty-three states where 
horse racing took place last year, 
million paid customers 
attended; while big league base- 
ball, long considereq America’s 
“national” sport, drew only 19 
million. @even million more went 
to the horse races than went to 
ball games. Horse racing takes 
place at fifty-seven tracks in the 
United States while !major league 
baseball has only sixteen clubs 
and a few more parks. Thére 
are fifty-seven race tracks in the’ 
United States as compared with 
sixteen baseball clubs in the 
American and National Leagues 
combined. 

Someone might say, “But there 
are lots of minor league baseball 
parks, too.” That is true, but it 
is also true that at most county 
or state fairs and at countless 


races are held, which I ‘have not 
‘counted. I have compared “big- 
time racing” with “big-time base- 
ball,” and more people go to the 
races than to baseball. 5 

Horse-race gambling is a big 
sin and not a little one when 26° 
million people paid 36 million 
dollars to get into these tracks 
amd then poured down the “rat-_ 
hole” of the betting machines one

How much is a billion dollars? 
How much is six billion, the 
amount spent on horse-race gamb- 
ling alone in one year in_ the 
United States of America? I can 


jhear someone say, “Why, six bil- 


lion is six billion.” That. is true, 
but do we really know the amount 
and size of it? Can we get a 
mental picture? Frankly, it forms 
no picture in my mind. I can 
picture six thousand ($6,000) or 
perhaps in a vague sort of way 
I can picture six million ($6,000,- 
000), but not six billion ($6,000,- 
000,000). I began to try and 
picture for myself and for you 
six billion. This is the picture. 
Ht takes, under present 
about $4,100 for passage and one 
year’s support on the South 


}American mission field for one 


missionary couple. This is com- 
plete transportation and_ complete 
support for a man and ‘his wife 
to the field and on it for one year. 
Six billion dollars would send, 
under this rate, approximately 
one million, five hundred thousand 
missionaries. With three thousand 
missionaries on each ocean liner 
it would take 330 ocean liners to 
carry them! This is a picture 
of what six billion dollars would 
do. 

Here is another picture of six 
billion dollars. Amn ounce of gold 
is worth $35 at present rates. A 
pound would be worth $560. Six 
billion dollars in gold would weigh 
over 10,600,000 pounds, over 5,300 
TONS. If you would take large 
transport trailer trucks and load 
each with ten tons of gold, it 
would take 530 trucks, each forty 
feet long, carrying ten tons, to 
carry six billion in gold. With 
the trucks bumper-to-bumper they 
woulg be stretched out six miles 
jong. 

Remember now, six billion dol- 
lars is the amount spent yearly 
for only horse-race gambling. -It 
has been estimated that sixteen 
billion dollars, altogether is spent 
on ail forms of gambling yearly 
here in America. This amount is 
about the same as we will spend 
on al] of our national defense pro- 
grams for the year of 1949. It is 
about $160 for every man, woman, 
boy and girl in the United States. 

This sin is not losing ground 
and never has. Horse-race gam- 
bling is growing as shown by the 
highest amount a single horse has 
won in a single year of racing. To 
show this growth I took from the 
World Almanac of 1948. the 
amount a horse won for the first 
year given (1915), and then for 
each ten year period up to 1947, 
to show the gigantic increase each 
horse had over the preceding ten- 
year period. The largest win- 
nings for one horse for one year 
were as follows: for 1915 it was 
$20,195; for 1925 it was $121,630; 
for 1935 it was $142,255 (a depres- 
sion year and still an increase 


and for 1945 it was $273,735. 
From 1915 to 1945, over this 
thirty-year period, there was an 
increase of $253,735 over 1915 for 
one horse for one year! 
figures show the tremendous 
growth of horse-race gambling in 
the United States. 

In 1947 the all-time world gam- 
bling record was set at Clmurchill 
Downs when a crowd estimated 
at 115,000 wagered $1,253,042 on 
one race — The Kentucky Derby. 

In 1940 the attendance at the 
races was 8,500,000 for the year, 
while $408,528,711 was the total 
of pari-mutuel wagering. The 
next year the attendance jumped 
to 13,500,000 and the wagering 
climbed to $513,005,110. Now for

We talk about “license.” License, 
my friends) may make @ business 
legitimate aecordimg to law, but 
it doesn’t alter it in the sight of 
God. Talk about a Christian 
nation — it doesn’t exist. For as 
long as governments will consent 
to accept the proceeds of sin, and 
such a sin as the liquor traffic, the 
principles of Jesus Christ must be 
utterly ignored. “Legalized vice,” 
“restricted evil” —- God Almighty 
help us to get rid of sueh contra- 
dictory terms! The idea of a 
so-called Christian government 
sanctioning traffic in sin! 


We are told that _ prohibition 
cannot be enforced. Well, the law 
against murder and theft has not 
been enforced in some countries, 
Does that mean that we are to 
do away with the law? Are we to 
let men murder whenever they 
want to, and steal without fear 
of punishment, simply because we 
can't enforce the law? I should 
say not! It is the duty of the 
government to see that the law 
is enforced, and if it cannot, then 
we had better ask it te resign and 
put one in that can, 

But after all that is only an 
excuse. There are too many gov- 
ernment officials who drink them- 
selves, and who have no desire to 
enforce the law. Where there is 
a will there is a way. The law 
cam be enforced, thank God, and 
it is the duty of the government 
to gee that it is. 

There are those who tell us 
that conditions were worse during 
the days of Prohibition than they 
are now. And then they bring 
up the bootlegger and his nefarious 
traffic. Well, I lived during the 
Prohibition era and I want to 
stamp that statement as a down- 
right lie. 

In ten years of prohibition in 
Ontario (1917 te 1926), the convic- 


_—— 


Act other than for drunkenness, 
that is mainly, for bootlegging, 


convictions for violations of the 
Liquor Act other than for drunk- 
enness totalled 5,566, an average 
increase per annum,over Prohibi- 
tion years of 1,336, or 32%. This 
proves that the opening of the 
Beverage Room does not lessen 
bootlegging, indeed it frequently 
provides a screen behind which the 
bootlegger hides. 

Suppose there are bootleggers, 
what of it? Better a thousand 
times to have pbootleggers than 
what we have today. What is a 
bootlegger? Just another criminal. 
Then let us deal with him as @ 
criminal, and thus take our stand 
against the liquor traffic. 

Seldom did I see a drunk on 
thé streets during Prohibition 
days and hardly ever a drunken 
woman, Today they are myriad, 
including girls in their teens. In 
the days of Prohibition very few 
young people ever got the taste 
of strong drink. They could not 
get it openly. It was by no means 
easy to find. They were not 
tempted by it on every corner as 
they are now. Drinking has in- 
creased to a most alarming degree 
gince Prohibition days. 

No sir! Let us have the boot- 
legger again, if we must, but let 
us have Prohibition. We can deal 
with the bootlegger as we deal 

with murderers and thieves, but, 
God knows, we cannot deal with 
the liquor traffic.

“If it had not been foe the sa- 
loons of my town, I never would 
have become a drunkard; my wife 
would not have been murdered; I 
would not be here now, ready to 


be hurled into eternity. Had it 


not been for these human traps, 
I would have been a sober man, 
an industrious workman, a ten- 
der father ang a loving husband. 
But today my home is destroyed, 
my wife murdered, my little chil- 
dren—God bless and care for 


_them—cast out on the mercy of 


the world, while I am to be hanged 
by the strong arm of the State.” 
True, only too true! It is the 


government that is responsible. It 


is those who vote it in who are 
guilty. What right, I ask, has 
the State to condemn a drunken 
driver who runs down and kills 


_@ pedestrian when the State itself 


permits the sale of liquor and 
even allows advertising urging 


him to drink? Who is to blame? 


Is the criminal who murders 


when he is drunk the guilty one 
er the government that licenses 
the beer parlor where he gets his 
What a travesty of jus- 


liquor? . 


Silly to Collect Taxes on 
Liquor and Beer, Then 
Spend Millions to Pay 
for Ruin Drink 
Causes 


Now comes the news that the 
government is going to build hos- 
pitals for alcoholics. Can you 
beat it? The lunatics are not 
all in the asylum yet. To test the 
sanity of a man, we turn 
on the faucet and tell him to dip 
out the water. If he does not 
know enough to turn off the 
faucet he is insane. The govern- 
ment turns on the faucet and lets 
the liquor flow, then spends the 
profits on hospitals to cure the 
drunkard. ‘What foily! All that 
they make in taxes and more, 
they spend on jails, asylums and 
hospitals. What a confession of 
guilt! 


They would rather build a hos- 
pital at the bottom of the gully 
than erect a fence at the top. 
They do not believe that preven- 
tion is better than cure. Why 
build hospitals for alcoholics when 
alcoholics neeg not exist? Before 
long we may even have breweries 
themselves donating large sums of 
money for the maintenance of hos- 
pitals to cure the drunkards that 
they themselves make. What a 
scandal! 

There is only one sure cure — 
the Lord Jesus Christ. He and He 
alone can make the drunkard 
sober. No one else can take away 
the desire for drink. Drunkards 
in thousands have been delivered. 
I would rather invest a dollar in 
the preaching of the gospel of 
Jesus Christ to the slaves of drink 
than ten thousand dollars in a 
hospital for their cure. I have 
a Saviour who can break every 
fetter and set the prisoner free. 

There is only one remedy for 
the liquor traffic. We must stop 
it at the source. The manufacture 
of strong drink will have to be 
prohibited. There is no other cure. 
We must outlaw the brewery. It 
must be made a major crime to 
distill liquor. If it is not made, 
it will not be sold. If there is no 
liquor, there will be no drinking. 
Strong drink, like slavery, as a 
deadly evil, must be abolished. 

There was a time when there 
was little or no sentiment against 
slavery. But finally the consciences 
of man was awakened. It took 
years, but it came. People laughed 
and ridiculed. Slavery had existed 
for decades, they argued. What 
power could stop it? At last the 
Civil War broke out and slavery 
passed away. Where will you find 
a man who will uphold it today? 
Who would dare say that slavery 
is right, slavery is Christian? Its 
advocates have long since disap- 
peared. 

The government has the power. 
They did not let the people vote 
it back; they brought it back. 
The other day they made it a 
crime in Quebec to sell, buy or 
manufacture margarine. And yet 
the sale of margarine had accom- 
plished its purpose. It had brought 
down the price of butter so that 
the poor could afford to buy it. If 
the government could prohibit the 
manufacture and sale .of mar- 
garine, it can prohibit the manu- 
facture and sale of liquor. And 
if it were not for the invested 
interests, it would. 

Some day, please God, it will. 
Some day our children will wonder 
why we had to struggle so hard, 


why we did not prohibit it long 


ago, and the liquor traffic will 
have none to take its side. The 
millennium: is coming. Christ will 
some day reign. God speed the 
day! It cannot come too soon. 
Only Christ’s coming will end our 
fight against sin.

Dear Brother L— 

You asked, “Do - you think it is 
wrong for a Chrisiian to own a 
television set?” 

ANSWER: I do not think it 
is wrong to own a television set. 
I do not believe that the televis- 
ion set itself is wrong. It is an 
invention that could be used for 
God and ought to be used for God. 
In the same way I do not think it 
is wrong to own a moving picture 
projector. One.could get bad 
moving pictures and show them, 
or one could tune in to bad pro- 
grams with a television set. So 
I dare not say. that it would be 
wrong to own a television Set. 

At the same time, I would have 
to say it may not bé wise for a 
Christian to own a television set. 
That will depend on how carefully 
he is willing to supervise the use 
of that set. There are some tele- 
vision programs that a Christian 
ought not to see, in my judgment. 
I do not know how many. I do 
not have a television set. But I 
do not believe that children should 
be left to run a television set 
without any supervision and see 
every cigarette advertisement, 
every picture show that is shown. 

However, I would have.to say 


that likewise I do not think that | 


children should be left to run a 
radio without supervision. I know 
that I frequently have my chil- 
dren turn off certain programs. 
I will not willingly listen to a 
beer ad on the radio and I do not 
think anybody else ought to. Yet 
I do not think we should do with- 
out a radio. We hear many gos- 
pel messages and fine Christian 
music on the radio. We _ hear 
newscasts that I think are help- 
ful. But yet one must give an 
account to God for the way he 
uses a radio. And one must give 
an account to God for the way ne 
uses a television set. 

My brother has a television set. 
I went to his house and saw the 
presidential inauguration. I also 
saw another newscast. 

So I would say instead of turn- 
ing over television to the Devil, 
I think a Christian home where 
the parents are willing to watch 
it very carefully, and supervise 
its use, might uSe a television set 
to good purpose. I know that 
the Pacific Garden Mission gospel 
film, “Out of the Night,” was 
shown on television in Chicago 
and I think in other cities; and I 
am sure that gospel message did 
great good.

It was one of 
four books that have had the 
greatest influence on my Chris- 
tian life and ministry. The others 
were George Muller of Bristol by 
A. T. Pierson, How to Pray, by 
R. A. Torrey and In His Steps or 
What Would Jesus Do? by Charles 
M. Sheldon. But for a pungent 
and powerful revelation of how 
God works in soul winning and 
revival, few if any books ever 
written can exceed the Autobio- 
graphy of Charles G. Finaey. Fin- 
mey won multiplieq thousands of 
souls. Although he preached in 
@ smaller area, and though he 
was handicapped by some errors 
im theology, Finney probably had 
as powerful & manifestation of 
the power of God upon his minis- 
try as did D. L. Moody or any 
other preacher since the days of 
Paul, and in the smaller area 
which he covered in his revival 
work a larger proportion of the 
population was saved than has 
been true, we suppose, than in 
the ministry of any other great 
evangelist. How he was filled 
with the Holy Spirit is tolg on 


- pages 19-23 of the autobiography. 


Elsewhere Charles G. Finney 
writes, as quoted by Dr. Oswald 
J. Smith, in The Revival We 
Need: 

“I was powerfully converted on 
the morning of the 10th of Octo- 
ber, 1821. In the evening of the 
Same dav I received overwhelm- 
ing baptisms of the Holy Ghost 
that went through me, as _it 
seemed to me, body and soul. I 
immediately found myself endued 
with such power from on high 
that a few words dropped here 
and there to individuals were the 
means of their immediate conver- 
sion. My words seemed to fasten 
like barbed arrows in the souls 
of men. They cut like a sword. 
They broke the heart like a ham- 
mer. Multitudes can attest to 
this. Oftentimes a word dropped 
without my remembering it would 
fasten conviction, and often re- 
sult in almost immediate conver- 
sion. Sometimes I would find 
myself, in a great measure, empty 
of this power. I would go and 
visit, and find that I made no 
@aving impression. I would ex- 
hort and pray, with the same re- 
sult. I would then set apart a 


day for private fasting and pray-. 


er, fearing that this power had 
departed from me, and would in- 
quire anxiously after the reason 
of this apparent emptiness. After 
humbling myself, and crying out 
for help, thé power would return 
upon me with all its freshness. 
This has been the experience of 
my life. 

“This power is a sii marvel. 
I have many times seen ‘people 
unable to endure the Word. The 
most simple and ordinary state- 
ments would cut men off their 
geats like a sword, would take 
away their strength, and render 
them almost helpless as dead 
men. Several times it has been 
true in my experience that I could 


net raise my voice, or say any- 


thing in prayer or exhortation, 
except in the mildest manner, 
without overcoming them. This 
power seems sometimes to per- 
vade the atmosphere of the one 
who is highly charged with it. 
Many times great numbers of 
persons in a community will be 
clothed with this power when the 
very atmosphere of the whole

Heaven. I am as certain as I can 


of God for soul winning. Yet 


Last week’s article 


Strangers com- 
ing into it, and passing through 
the place will be instantly smit- 
ten with “conviction of sin and in 


many instances converted’ to 
Christ. When Christians humble 
themselves and consecrate their 


all afresh to Christ, and ask for 
this power, they will often receive 
such a baptism that they will be 
instrumental in converting more 
souls in one day than in all their 
lifetime before. While Christians 
remain humble enough to retain 
this power, the work of conver- 
sion will go on, till whole com- 
munities and regions of country 
are converted to .Christ. . The 
same is true of the ministry.” 


It is important to notice that 
Charles G. Finney uses the term, 
“baptisms of the Holy Ghost.” We 
do not insist upon the term, but 
sensible people ought not to scoff 
at the term, a Scriptural term, as 
understood and used by Finney, 
Moody, Torrey and Chapman. 
Note also that this fullness of the 
Spirit comes, says Finney, in an- 
swer to prayer. He says, that 
when he found himself losing 
power, “I would then set apart a 
day for. private fasting and 
pfayer...” Then he says, “After 
humbling myself, and crying out 
for help, the power would return 
upon me with all its freshness. 
This has been the experience of 
my life.” 

Note again that Charles G. Fin- 
ney is not talking about the erad- 
ication of the carnal nature. He 
did not talk in tongues, He was 
not seeking some special feeling, 
though he did have a wonderful 
sense of God’s presence upon him. 
He sought and found an endue- 
ment of power from on high that 
made him a mighty soul winner! 

Charles H. Spurgeon, Spirit- 

Filled Soul Winner 

Charles H,. Spurgeon, pastor of 
the Metropolitan Tabernacle in 
London, had as profound an effect 
on his age as D. L. Moody. In 
England he was even more emi- 
nent, we suppose, than Moody was 
in America. It is doubtful if any 
man who ever lived would be a 


o 


serious competitor to Spurgeon 
for the title of the greatest 
preacher since Paul. W. Robert- 
son Nicoll says, “. .. his was a 


ministry unparalleled in the whole 
history of the Christian ‘church. 
No one but Mr. Spurgeon has 
steadily preached for forty years 
and three time a week to such 
audiences as he commanded, 

“There were hundreds of thou- 
sands who owed him their own 
souls.” 

I do not find from Mr. 
Spurgeon’s pen a description of a 
certain time and crisis when he 
was obviously and consciously 
filled, for the first time with the 
Holy Spirit. But perhaps that is 
well. We should do wrong to 
expect every man to have the 
same kind of experience as far 
as outward manifestation and 
feeling are concerned. More than 
that, we should do wrong to be- 
lieve that any such conscious 
period of joy or perfect under- 
standing of the fullness of God 
should necessarily come at once 
like a glory light shining from 


be that the breath of God, the 
power of the Holy Spirit, has, in 
God’s great mercy, been breathed 
upon me. Yet I canhot name the 
day nor describe the experience. 
So Spurgeon, like Billy Sunday, 
has left no record of the par- 
ticular time when he was first

was on Spurgeon, That, we know, 
is the only explanation for the 
hundreds of thousands saved under 
his ministry.

that, too, and many quotations 
from his sermons give witness to 
his consciousness of the Spirit’s 
mighty power. 

In the book, Twelve Sermons on 
the Holy Spirit, and in the sermon, 
“The Outpouring of the Holy 
Spirit” (p. 50), Spurgeon says: 

“Jesus Christ said, ‘Greater 
works than these shall ye do be- 
cause I go to my Father, in order 
to send, the Holy Spirit’; and

"recollect that those few who were 


converted under ChHrist’s ministry, 
were not converted by Him, but by 
the Holy Spirit that’ rested upon 
at that time. Jesus of 
Nazareth was anointed of the 
Holy Spirit. Now then, if Jesus 
Christ, the great founder of our 
religion, needed to be anointed of 
the Holy Spirit, how much more 
our ministers ?” 

Again in the same sermon, 
page 51, Spurgeon says:

“Let the preacher always con- 
fess before he preaches that he 
relies upon the Holy Spirit. Let 
him burn his manuscript and de- 
pend upon the Holy Spirit. If the 
Spirit does not come to help him, 
let him be still and let the people 
go home and pray that the Spirit 
will help him next Sunday. 

* * # 

“And best of all, if you would 
have the Holy Spirit, let us meet 
together earnestly to pray for 
Him. Remember, the Holy Spirit 
will not come to us as a church, 
unless we seek Him. ‘For this 
thing will I be enquired of by 
the house of Israel to do it for 
them.’ ‘Prove me now here, saith 
the Lord of hosts, and see if I 
do not pour you out a blessing so 
that there shall not be room 
enough to receive it.’ Let us meet 
and pray, and if God doth not hear 
us, it will be the first time He 
has broken His promise.” 

In the same book, in the sermon

ing of the Holy Spirit,” 
114), Spurgeon says: 

“But there is another thing to 
be done as well, and that is te 
pray; and here I want to remind 
you of those blessed words of the 
Master, ‘Everyone that asketh 
receiveth; and he that seeketh 
findeth; and to him that knocketh 
it shall be opened. If a son shall 
ask bread of any of you that is a 
father, will he give him a stone? 
Or if he ask a fish, will he for 2 
fish give him a serpent? Or if 
he shall ask an egg, will he offer 
him a scorpion? If ye then, being 
evil, know how to give good gifts 
how much 
more shall your heavenly Father 
give the Holy Spirit to them that 
ask him?’ You see, there.is a 
distinct promise to the children of 
God, that their heavenly Father 
will give them the Holy Spirit if 
they ask for His power; and that 
promise is made to be exceedingly 
strong by the instances joined to 
it. But he.says, ‘How much more 
shall your heavenly Father give 
the Holy Spirit to them that ask 
him?’ He makes it a stronger 
case than that of an ordinary 
parent. The Lord must give us 
the Spirit whén we-ask Him; for 
He has herein bound Himself by 
no ordinary pledge. He has used 
a simile which would bring dis- 
honour on His own name, and that 
of the very grossest kind, if He 
did not give the Holy Spirit to 
them that ask Him. 

“Oh, then, let us ask Him at 
once, with all of our hearts. Am 
I not so happy as to have in this 
audience some who will immedi- 
ately ask? I pray that some who 
have never received the Holy 
Spirit at all may now be led, 
while I am speaking, to pray, 
‘Blessed Spirit, visit me; lead me 
to Jesus.’ But especially those 
of you that are the children of 
God,—to . you is this promise 
especially made. Asie God to make © 


you all that the Spirt of God can 
make you, not only a satisfied be- 
liever who has drunk for himself, 
but a useful believer, who over- 
flows the neighborhood with bless- 
ing. I see here a number of friends 
from the country who have come 
to spend their holiday in London. 
What a blessing it would be if they 
went back to their respective 
churches overflowing; for there 
are numbers of churches that need 
flooding; they are dry as a barn- 
floor, and little dew ever falls on 
them. Oh, that they might be 
flooded !’’ 

I was delighted to find, what I 
did not know before, that Spur- 
geon understood how Jesus our 
Saviour was filled with the Holy 
Spirit as our Example, and how 
all Christ's marvelous ministry on 
earth was done in the power of 
the Holy Spirit, not in His own 
power. And Spurgeon, I find, 


understood what I had found from |} 


the Scriptures, that the parable 
of the importunate friend in Luke, 
chapter 11, begging for bread for 
a friend who had journeyed to the 
pleader’s house, pictured a Chris- 
tian waiting on God for the power 
of the Holy Spirit to carry bread 
for sinners! 

Let us say, then, that Spurgeon 
was conscious of the fullness of 
the Holy Spirit upon himself and 
that he knew whence his power 
came. We see also that this 
mighty power of God came on 
Spurgeon in answer to. pleading 
prayer, yea, in answer to, prayer 
this power came again and again 
upon the mighty ‘prince of 
preachers.” , 


Evan Roberts, Welsh Evange- 
list, Filled With the 
Holy Ghost 


Dr. Oswalq J. Smith, in his 
book, The Revival We Need, pages 
42, 43, has the following quotation 
from Evan Roberts, Welsh evan- 
gelist: 

“For thirteen years,’ 
Evan Roberts, ‘I had prayed for 
the Spirit; and this is the way I 
was led to pray. William Davies, 
the deacon, said one night in the 
society: “Remember to be faith- 
ful. What if the Spirit descended 
and you were absent? Remem- 
ber Thomas! What a loss he 
had!” ‘ 

“*t said to myself: “I will have 
the Spirit” and through every kind 
of weatner and in’ spite of all 
difficulties, I went to the meet- 
ings. Many times,-on seeing oth- 
er boys with the boats on the 
tide, I was tempted to turn back 
and join them. But, no. I said 


to myself: “Remember your re- 
solve,” and on I went. I went 
faithfully to the meetings for 


prayer throughout the ten or 
eleven years I prayed for a Re- 
vival. It was the Spirit. that 
moved me thus to think.’ 


“At a certain morning meeting 
which Evan Roberts attended, the 
evangelist in one of his petitions 
besought that the Lord would 
‘beng us.’ The Spirit seemed to 
say to Roberts: “That’s what you 
need, to be bent.’ And thus he 
describes his experience: ‘I felt a 
living force Coming into my bos- 
om. This grew and grew, and I 
was almost bursting. My bosom 
was boiling. What boiled in me 
was that verse: ‘God commending 
His love.’ I fell on my knees with 
my arms over the seat in front 
of me; the tears and perspiration 
flowed freely. I thought blood 
was gushing forth. Certain 
friends approached to wipe his 
face. Meanwhile he was crying 
out, ‘O Lerd, beng me! Bend me!’ 
Then suddenly the glory broke. 

“Mr. Roberts adds: ‘After I 
was bent, a wave of peace came 
over me, and the audience sang, 
“Tt hear Thy Welcome Voice.” 
And as they sang I thought about 
the bending at the Judgment Day, 
and I was filled with compassion 
for those that would have to bend 
on that day, ang I wept. . 

““Henceforth, the salvation of 
souls became the burden of my 
heart. From that time I was on 
fire with a desire to go through 
all Wales, and if it were possible, 
I was willing to pay God for the 
privilege of going.’” 

Note that Evan Roberts prayed 
for thirteen years before the 
mighty revival for «which he 
prayed came, and that the full- 
ness of the Spirit made him the

Many Other Mighty Soul Win- 
ners Claimed to Be Defi- 
nitely Filled With the 


Holy Spirit 
We do not have space here to 


give accounts of all the great men 
of God of whom we have a record 
who definitely claimed that they 
had a mighty enduement of power 
from on high, which came to them 
aside from their conversion to 
Christ. Let us mention briefly 
some of them. 

Rev. A. B. Earle, D. D., was a 
Baptist evangelist who began 
preaching in 1830. He wrote a 
book, The Rest ef Faith, telling of 
some of his experiences. In the 
introduction to one of his books, 
Evangelist Earle said that God 
had enabled him to lead 157,000 
souls to Christ, and Hills in his 
book, Holiness and Power, says, 
“& book lies before me which 
says that ‘he had no _ special 
power as a preacher before the 
Holy Ghost fell upon him.’” Dr. 
Earle came before D. L. Moody, 
but was a union evangelist won- 
derfully blessed of God. And he 
attributed his power to a defimite 
enduement from Heaven, the full- 
ness Of the Holy Spirit for soul 
winning. sa 

Mr. Hills say of A. T. Pierson, 
“Dr. A. FT. Pierson preached 
éighteen - years trusting to literary 
power and.oratory and “culture. 
He. then sdupht" and obtainedhol- 
iness and ‘power’ by the baptism 
of the Holy Spirit. He afterward 
testified. to a body of ministers: 
‘Brethren, I have seen more con- 
versions and accomplished more im 
the eighteen months since I re- 
ceived that blessing than im the 
eighteeen years’ previous.’ ” 
(H°liness and Power, page y. 
And those who know | the po _ 
ings of Dr. Pierson will under- 
stand that he did not mean that 
he had had the carnal nature erad- 
icated, nor that he had talked in 
tongues, but that he received 
power from on high for winning 
souls. 

How many more greatly used 
men of God, anointed soul winners,> 
have testified that they had a 
definite time,in response to earn- 
est prayer for the power of God in 
soul winning, when they were 
filled with the Holy Spirit. There 
was Christmas Evans, the one- 
eyed Welsh evangelist wonderfully 
filled with the Spirit after three 
hours’ of pleading with God. There 
was Len G. Broughton, Southern 
Baptist pastor whose ministry 
was transformed one night as he 
knelt at an altar and pleaded with 
God for the fullmess of the Spirit 
and claimed that power and went 
back to baptize three hundred 
converts within the year - and 
began a marvelously increased 
ministry of soul winning. There 
was “Praying Hyde,” the mis- 
sionary to India. As he sailed 
from America a friend handed him 
a sealed note which he later found 
said, “‘Are you filled with the Holy

Spirit?” .- He was first angry, 
then troubled, and then sought 
God with all of his heart until 


he was wonderfully filled. Great 
revivals with the winning of thou- 
sands of souls in India resulted. 
There was Dr. L. R. Scarborough, 
president of the Southwestern 
Baptist Theological Seminary, who 
had won twenty thousand souls for 
Christ and taught in our class on 
evangelism the need for a definite 
‘enduement of power from on high, 
a fullness of the Holy Spirit, which 
he himself had definitely received.

Filled Giants 

Every reader who is familiar 
with the history of great revival 
movements in modern times must 
be impressed with the fact that we 
have in this chapter given the 
posttion and testimony of all the 
mightiest soul winners —- Moody, 
Torrey, Chapman, Sunday, Finney, 
Spurgeon. Who else was of their 
stature in revivais and soul win- 
ning? Other mighty men organ-

Not a one of 
them! None of them “spoke in 
tongues” and none of them 
preached that speaking in tongues 
Was necessary, or desirable as a 
sign of the fullness of the Holy) 
Spirit! a 

5. None of the greatest sou 
winners of the centuries claimed 
the eradication of the carnal 
nature nor that the baptism of the | 
Holy Spirit brought sinlessness! 
Charles G. Finney later taught a 
doctrine of sanctification but 
mever did claim that his own 
mighty baptism with the Spirit 
(that is what he called it) made

I believe that the experience and 
the testimony of the mighty men 
of God whose words we have given 
in this chapter are overwhelming 
in their unity. Let no one think 
that the doctrine of this book is 
new or strange. Essentially it is 
the same as the teaching of 
Spurgeon, Moody, Torrey, Chap- 
man, Sunday, Finney, Christmas 
Evans, A. T. Pierson, Len G. 
Broughton, Praying Hyde, A. B. 
Earle, and L. R. Scarborough. 

Those who have gone away from 
the doctrine of the fullness of the 
Spirit, the power of Pentecost, as 
a special enduement of power for 
soul winning possible for every 
Christian and to be sought with 
prevailing prayer, have departed 
from the position of the great soul 
winners. This falling away in 
doctrines came with the falling 
away from revival! Men do not 
believe in the power of Pentecost 
simply because they do not them- 
selves have the power of Pente- 
cost.
